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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 17-20, 22, 25, 31-33 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as being 
anticipated by JP 10-312033 ("033"). 

Per claims 17 and 31, 033 teaches a multi-layered image display comprising: 
a first screen capable of displaying a first image, 204; 

a second screen capable of display a second image, wherein the first screen is in front of 
the second screen, 203; and 

a slighting diffuse layer between the first screen and the second screen, 1 1 in combination 
with 4 are used to reduce moire' effect. 

Regarding claim 3 1, the diffusion layer is capable of randomizing polarized light. 

Per claims 18-19 and 32-33, each liquid crystal cell 203 and 204 are capable of being 
driven independently and thus anticipated the intended use limitations of claims 18-19. 

Per claim 20 and 22, see third diffraction grating screen 4 in front of screen 203. 

Per claim 25, the refractor is diffuse on the side facing the first screen. 

Pre claim 36, 033 is capable of receiving images representing image depth extracted from 
two-dimensional images by a video compression algorithm. 
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Claims 40-42 and 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by JP 09- 

102969 ("969"). 

a first screen capable of displaying a first image, 101; 

a second screen capable of display a second image, wherein the first screen is in front of 
the second screen, 106 wherein both screens are transmissive polarized displays devices [both 
are LC panels]; there is not polarizer on at least one face of at least the first screen or the second 
screen [screen 106 lacks a polarizer on the face opposite screen 101]. 

Per claims 41-42, each liquid crystal cell 203 and 204 are capable of being driven 
independently and thus anticipated the intended use limitations of claims 18-19. 

Pre claim 45, 033 is capable of receiving images representing image depth extracted from 
two-dimensional images by a video compression algorithm. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21, 23, 24, 26, 27, 34-35, 37, 38, 39, 43, 44, 46, 47 and 48 are objected to as 

being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent 

form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 28-30 are allowed.
